January  was  a  victim  of 
mistaken  identity. 

The  month  was  prejudged 
before  the  facts  were  in.  It 
was  alleged  to  have  been  an 
accomplice  of  December  and 
was  linked  to  the  weather 
crimes  of  that  month. 

Boston's  December,  it  may 
be  remembered,  was  the  cold- 
est since  1917.  The  mean  tem- 
perature was  6.4  degrees  be- 
low normal.  Below-freezing 
readings  for  12  consecutive 
days  equalled  a  record. 

The  general  thinking  was 
that  if  the  first  Winter  month 
could  be  that  bad,  then  Janu- 
ary, which  usually  is  much 
worse,  would  be  a  terror. 
★   ★  * 

Strangely  enough,  that 
opinion  prevailed  throughout 
most  of  January,  despite  the 
increasing  evidence  that  it 
was  innocent  of  December's 
misdeeds. 

Now  that  January  is  over 
and  all  the  facts  have  been 
submitted,  it  has  become 
clear  that  the  first  month  of 
1959  was  badly  maligned. 

January's  mean  tempera- 
ture normally  averages  four 
degrees  colder  than  Decem- 
bef's.  This  year  the  trend 
was  reversed — January  was 
two  degrees  warmer  than 
Deeember. 

This  does  not  mean  that 
January  was  balmy.  With  a 
mean  temperature  of  28.8  de- 
grees, it  was  still  chiller  than 
normal,  but  only  by  three- 
tenths  of  a  degree. 


It  is  interesting  to  notj^ 
that  during  the  first  two 
months  of  Winter,  the  lowest 
temperature  was  2  degrees 
(Jan.  5).  Not  once  did  it  gc 
below  zero  in  either  Decem- 
ber or  January. 

★  ★  ★ 
Another  example  of  Janu- 
ary's good  behavior  was  the 
lack  of  snowfall.  The  ground 
was  bare  most  of  the  month. 
Total  snow  was  only  4.1  inches 
'and  the  greatest  depth  on  the 
[ground  at  any  time  was  just 
Itwo  inches. 

,  That  is  far  from  a  record. 
jBoston'has  had  14  other  Janu- 
arys with  less  than  4.1  inches. 
January  four  years  ago  had 
only  0.9  inch. 

In  the  snowfall  category,  De- 
cember, too,  was  circumspect 
with  only  4.6  inches. 

The  Winter  total  to  date  is 
a  mere  8.7  inches,  the  equiva- 
lent of  the  amount  that  falls 
in  one  good  snowstorm. 

The  northeast  storms  for 
which  New  England  is  famous 
have  been  totally  absent  ow- 
ing to  the  strong  west  to  east 
upper  air  circulation  that  has 
prevented  storminess  from 
riding  up  the  eastern  coast- 
line. 

Most  of  January's  precipita- 
tion occurred  as  rain  during 
the  milder  weather  (the  tem- 
perature went  as  high  as  62

September  in  Boston 
3d  Warmest  in  History

Hurricane  Gracie  grabbed 
the  headlines  but,  as  far  as 
Boston  itself  was  concerned, 


the  big  weather  news  of  Sep- 
tember   was    the  abnormal 
warmth  and  dryness. 
Consider  this: 

Last  month  was  the  third 
warmest  September  in  89 
years  of  official  record. 

The  average  temperature  of 
68.2  degrees,  3.9  degrees  above 
normal,  was  the  highest  since 
1930. 

Two  new  daily  temperature 
records  were  set,  one  of  them 
yesterday. 

Rainfall  of  only  0.63  inch 
was  2.36  inches  below  normal, 
making  September  the  seventh  i 
driest  of  record. 

Measurable  precipitation  fell 
on  six  days  and  of  these  only 
two  had  as  much  as  a  quarter 
inch.  /

Although  most  water  tables 
are  still  at  satisfactory  levels 
as  a  result  of  the  rains  of  pre- 
vious months,  woodlands  are 
dangerously  dry  and  suscept- 
ible to  fire. 

Yesterday  the  temp^ature 
climbed  to  85  degrees,  break- 
ing the  old  record  of  83  de- 
grees set  in  1927. 

On  Sept.  24  a  reading  of  95 
degrees  established  another 
new  record. 

The  month  was  not  consist- 
ently hot,  however.  A  cold 
spell  set  in  for  one  week  dur- 
ing the  middle  of  September 
and  the  home  fires  had  to  be 
lighted  suddenly. 

Two  minimum  tempera- 
tures of  45  degrees  on  the 
16th  and  17th  tied  previous 
records. 

Warmth  returned  quickly 
after  that  and  the  temperature 
went  into  the  80's  and  90's  on 
six  of  the  last  10  days  of  the 
month. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
temperatures  have  reached  90 
degrees  or  higher  22  times  this 
year,  significant  testiraony  to 
the  warmth  of  Summer  and 
Fall  since  the  figure  is  just 
twice  the  normal  number  of 
90  degree  days. 

Here  are  a  few  other  Sep- 
tember sidebars: 

Despite  the  warmth,  tliere 
were  no  thunderstorms.  Usual- 
ly two  can  be  expected  in  Sep- 
tember. 


The  month  was  exception- 
ally sunny,  with  Boston  get- 
ting 74  percent  of  the  amouni 
of  sunshine  possible.,  Normal 
is  62  percent. 

There  were  no  high  winds. 
The  strongest  was  a  27  mile 
an  hour- gust  on  the  11th. 

Anyone  fortunate  enough  to 
take  September  So  a  vacation 
month  had  ideal  weather.

PRE-CHRISTMAS  FAST 
SET  DEC.  23  BY  POPE 

VATICAN  CITY  (AP)— Pope  John  XXIII  has  authorized  that 
observance  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Christmas  fast  day  be  changed 
hereafter  from  Dec.  24  to  Dec.  23. 

The  Sacred  Con^egation  of  the  Council,  in  announcing  the 
new  decree  ^'riday,  said:

Holiness  Pope  John  XXIII,  by  the  present  decree  .  .  .  has  decided 
to  advance  the  obligations  for  fast  and  abstinence  from  the  day 
Dec.  24,  eve  of  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  Dec.  23." 

Vatican  sources  said  the  Pope  made  the  change  because 
many  Catholics  have  found  the  fast  difficult  to  obsene  on  Dec. 
24  because  on  that  day  so  many  are  traveling  to  join  their 
families  for  Christmas. '
